Endless Chain Enterprises Are 
Despair of Dead Letter Office 


These mail sacks contain some $7,000 in dimes inclosed in 70,000 tatters 
mailed by trusting woman to a Minneapolis concern which started an endless 
chain letter system. 
The letter» promised to deliver a $4.50 petticoat, “1917 
model,’* for ten cents. The Minneapolis postmaster delivered a few of thesa 
letters to the firm which started them, but a fraud order soon stopped tha 
delivery of the dimes. Of the 500,000 letters which continued to pour in, soma 
60 par cent were returned to senders who had given return addresses, and the 
others had to be forwarded to the dead letter office where they were opened 
and returned with their contents to the senders. It costs the government about 
ten cente to return each of these letter 
End)ese*chain correspondence, there­ 
fore, is frowned upon by government officials. 
Tha only way Uncle 8am 
breaks even on fraud-order and illegally addressed envelopes is in the receipt 
of from $70,000 to $75,000 a year which cannot be traced to its owners. The 
salaries of the dead letter office force just about reach this total. At the left 
of this photograph is Superintendent Marvin M. McLean and on the right is 
Miss Clara R. A. Nelson, cashier.

The structural dif­ 
ferences are very striking in both the 
flesh and the core of the fruits that 
were brought under observation.

from either aide and from both enda. 
The Interior of the car la divided 
into three compartments, the two end 
one* being those from which the urn- 
chine guna wiII be ofierated. while the 
center «pare will be need aa the am­ 
munition room. About twenty men are 
required to man the car, but In an em­ 
ergency 12 could keep all of Ita guna 
In action. 
The car weighs about 80,-

Petrograd, Dec. 29.—The war will 
go on indefinitely so far as Russia ti 
concerned.

Occupation of the Dardanelles;

While the 
flsdi hnwk, or osprey, (Uvea Into the 
water for Its food, which consist* of 
fish and eels, the eagle la a “Iwnd-lub- 
ber* and would starve If he had to un­ 
dertake to make a livelihood by brav­ 
ing the watery depths. 
The story, that has Its place In the 
folklore of the “Black Belt” of Mary­ 
land, Is that one day the eagle was 
verjr hungry and meeting the fish hawk 
aa he was flying home with a fin© fish 
fn his daws, said: 
.“Mr, Fish Hawk, you and I might as 
well be friends and join together and 
work for our mutual advantage.” 
“I am willing,” said thff*flsh hawk, 
soaring along with the eagle by his 
side, but keeping a tighter grip on th© 
fish. 
“As you agree with cae. I'll tell you 
what we can do,” said th© eagle. “If 
you will catch all the flsh you can and 
give me half what you get I’ll keep 
watch In the old pine tree next to your 
nest and protect your wife and chil­ 
dren from the sparrow hawks and your 
other enemies while you are at work 
fishing.” 
“All right," said the flsh hawk. **I 
will do It.” 
From that day on, the story goes, 
the fish hawk has fed the eagle. He 
does this In an odd and Interesting 
manner. His eyes ore very keen and 
he can see to a considerable depth in 
the water, and as he skims along over 
the surface of the deep he picks out 
the fat flsh he wants. Quick as light­ 
ning be plunges down, extends his 
claw© and In the next instant rises with 
the wriggling prey in his talons. After 
taking a firmer hold on his victim he 
ascends by a spiral flight into the 
heavens. The eagle has been watch­ 
ing from a tall tree or crag and, as the 
flsh hawk rises the eagle also darts Into 
the sky above him. This is notice for 
all the flsh hawk’s enemies among th© 
feathered tribe to retreat. 
Just as the flsh hawk gets to a point 
on a plane that is level with that of the 
eagle he relaxes his grip on the flsh 
and it begins to fall. It Is then the 
eagle’s time for quick action. Like a 
shot from a rapid-fire gun he dives and 
in a second or two has the fish in his 
claws. 
This aerial “throw and catch” game 
between the two great birds goes on 
continually over the broad waters of 
the Rotomac, much to the edification 
of the onlookers. 
Of course, there 
(bust be times when the eagle fails to 
catch the flsh as he swoops down 
through the air after it, but it cannot 
be proved by anyone who has wit­ 
nessed this particular aerial feat on 
the part of the “bird of freedom.” No­ 
body seems tu have ever seen the 
eagle miss, and nobody seems to have 
ever known the flsh hawk fail to catch 
a flsh when he dived for it. 
As the fish hawk rises In the air 
oftentimes, especially on a sunny day, 
the sheen of the flsh can be seen like a 
piece of silver in his claws, and some­ 
times the “silver" can be seen wrig­ 
gling, impressing one strangely as their 
eyes witness this tragedy In the air In 
which the victim can have no hope of 
rescue.

War Has Affected Argentina. 
Sulphate of aluminum is needed by 
Argentina for clarifying Its water sup­ 
ply. 
It was formerly imported from 
Germany, but is now difficult to obtain 
anywhere. 
American firms are quot­ 
ing $120 to $185 a ton for it, and the 
estimated needs for 1917 for the coun­ 
try are placed at 8,000 tons. 
As the 
result of a protest to the government 
by the Argentina public health works, 
a plant to manufacture the compound 
from native kaolin has been author­ 
ized at a cost of $188,000. |t is esti­ 
mated that aluminum sulphate can be 
manufactured under present conditions 
at $26*a ton anrl at $10 a ton less when 
sulphuric acid falla to normal.
